Tbe glass, as regards beauty aud appro- 
eas of design and richnew of color, 
worthy of meution. The chancel 

w in its upj»er j>art, consists of 

three circular divisions, in the uppermost 
of which appears the descending Dove, 
emblem of the Holy Spirit; in the others 
is represented the Paten, in the midst of 
sheaves of wheat, and the Cup surround- 
ed by gra{>es, illustrative of the bread 
and wine of the Holy Communion. Be¬ 
neath these, the window is again divided 
into three of lancet form, in the central 
and upper |>art of which division ia shown 
the Cross and Crown, immediately be¬ 
neath, is a full length and nearly life-size 
picture of our Savior, in the act of heal¬ 
ing the dumb man, who kneels before 
Him , touching with his fingers his tongue. 
Mark vm, 31. In the division to the 
right of these two figures is the Passion 
Flower, the blood red Cress, and, beneath, 
the Chi Kho, a combination of Greek let¬ 
ters, signifying Christ and the Cross, the 
symbol which gave character to the ban¬ 
ner of Constantine, and of {*>pular use 
among the early Christians ; to the left,

MEMORIAL WINDOWS. 

The central window, on the north sido 
of the nave, is in memory of the two de¬ 
ceased children of Mr. and Mrs. L. H. 
Conklin. The Pelican and her young, 
emblematic of maternal love, os also of 
the Mother Church,—tho legend in con¬ 
nection with which is so beautiful and 
familiar; and the Lamb tearing the ban¬ 
ner, are devices illuminating the upper 
portion. The principal figure to the left 
represents Christ as tho Good Shepherd, 
with tbe Lamb upon His shoulder, and 
the comjtanion piece on the right, a beau¬ 
tiful female figure, tull length, boaring in 
her arms a little child. Beneath these 
appear the names of the children, with 
the words, “And there shall he no night 
there,” suggested by the request of one 
of the children, whose last words wore, 
“Mother, read the chapter about there 
being no night there.” On the south 
side of the Church aud opposite, is a 
window in inemorium of W. A. Iaxmiis, 
placed by Mrs. W. A. Loomis. The 
Crown, “reward of the faithful; tbe Book, 
“the Lamp to the faithful; and turnout)) 
these, to the right, a hand grasping the 
Cross, “Simply to Thy Cross l cling 
and on the left, the helmet, sword and 
shield serve to give an idea of the char¬ 
acter of him whoso memory a loving heart 
has thus made effort to perpetuate. Un¬ 
der all is the inscription, “Put on the 
whole armor of God.” The oriel, over 
the main entrance, the Trinity window, 
contaius the Trefoil, the Hebrew char¬ 
acters for Jehovah, in the upper disc, and 
in the others, tho Iamb upon tbe Book, 
and the descending Dove, and was placed 
by the friends of Mrs. Geo. D. Babcock, 
of Mexico. The chancel window, so 
beautiful and appropriate is in memo • 
rtom of John W. Chandler, their first 
and most worthy President, presented by 
the “Empire State Deaf-Mute Associa¬ 
tion.” An incident in connection is not 
without interest. The window arrived 
on Friday afternoon, was placed in its 
position on Saturday, and the day follow¬ 
ing being the Twelfth Sunday after Trin¬ 
ity, the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, General 
Manager of Church Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes, hapi>ening in his rounds to he 
here, preached,—the Gospel for that day, 
Mark vn, 31, having, in the regular 
course of services, been read. It was 
singular and pleasant coincidence.

The services were giv¬ 
en by the Rev. Mr. Hall, the Rector,and 
translated in sign language to the mutes, 
of which there waa a goodly number, by 
Dr. O. The sacrament of baptism, as 
administered by him, was peculiarly 
solemn and impressive in its silence. The 
Rev. Dr. afterwards preached a sermon 
to the deaf mutes in the sign language, 
of which 7 am mute. He then made a 
few explanatory remarks with regard to 
the language, and its accessories of ]>an- 
tomirne and gesture. 

A SURPRISE PARTY. 

An additional and very pleasant fea¬ 
ture of the evening was a surprise party 
giveu to Mrs. Chandler, a deaf-mute, up¬ 
on the occasion of her birthday. The 
affiiir waa most admirably managed, the 
good lady being kept at the Church after 
service, upon some plea or other, while 
her friends slipped off to her house, 
where, taking possession, they stood 
ready, in qnite-at-home fashion, to wel¬ 
come her on arrival. 

The parlors were filled, and she stood 
in mute astonishment, as her. numerous 
friends received her with earnest greet¬ 
ing, a guest in her own house. Thera 
waa much quiet enjoyment, not the less 
heartfelt for that, however, as was shown 
in the quick and rapid gestures and illu¬ 
minated countenances. Those of us who 
could talk, but not understand,could not 
fail to find pleasure in the )>oeitive evi¬ 
dence of the happiness of these good 
pie, for there is an electric current, as 
tween hearts, that telegraphs with 
certainty genuine feeling. Many hand¬ 
some presents, of which the hostesa-gueet 
was the recipient, were handed around 
for the inspection of the assemblage, and 
a large paper-helder—the work of a deaf- 

well as taste. 

AN EXAMPLE TO THOSE THAT HEAR. 

Of the goodly list of aulecribers scat 
you from this point, there are among 
them two deaf-mutes, earnest Church 
people. As evidences of progress here 
in this live parish, I mention the fact of 
three persons being baptized last Sunday, 
one (the deaf-mute) on Friday night, two 
this evening, in addition to which four 
are to he baptized the coming week. The 
Rector, Rev. Hall, has gone about his 
work in an earnest practical way, and 
baing a man of faith as well as works, I 
look to having the pleasure upon my 
next visit to Grace Church Parish, of re¬ 
cording results of his labor most gratify¬ 
ing not only as regards accession of nmn- 
hars, but of strength in all that {tertains 
to Church life and Church spirit. I am 
greatly mistaken if this earnest man, of 
lively faith and practical thought and 
action, hacked up by parishioners, who 
love their Church and its glorious work, 
does ndt, under God, develop its power 
to the salvation ef many souls, and the 
extending its influence for good among 
the unthinking and careless, leading them 
eventually to their only refuge of com¬ 
fort and of safety. 

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL.

It has been of a 
character to make me wish for a renewal 
at an early day. It is a thriving village, 
possessing much of wealth, and its pic¬ 
turesque surroundings, beautiful drives 
to the great lake, and the solid and sub¬ 
stantial character of its hotel comforts 
commend it strongly to those who prefer

— Tho Sandy Creek News prints the 
following statement from Seth Porter, 
aged 81, who was a soldier in tho war 
of 1812 : “I saw in a late issue of your 
paper an account of a large cedar tree 
being split into a large amount of rails, 
stakes and lumber. Now, then, let me 
tell of a wonderful pine that grew on my 
farm in East Sandy Creek, some thirty- 
five years ago. * I cut the tree down 
thinking to make it into shingles ; but 
it was tough and would not live good, 
so I sold it to David Ames, and he 
steamed and cut out of the tree sixty 
bunches of shingles, eight hundred to 
the bunch. I then cut out of a crotcli 
of it fat pine that I sold for eight dol¬ 
lars, cash. Then I cut fourteen saw logs 
from ten to fourteen feet long, which, 
when sawed, made20,000 feet of lumber. 
Previous to this, I hail cut off three feet 
of the butt of the tree, a part of which 
was sent to Orwell and made into sap 
buckets, and the balance of it is in my 
possession at this day.”

A Frenchman or a Dutchman, or, for 
the matter of it, any foreigner, when 
he becomes partially familiar with the 
English language, and tries to speak it, 
often makes ludicrous mistakes and talks 
altogether not in English, or French, or 
in Dutch, but in a language, a cross be¬ 
tween the two. Of course his hearers 
often indulge in peals of laughter, and 
manners and breeding, however, good are 
often f utile as restraints to their merriment. 
A partly educated deaf-mute makes blun¬ 
ders which, though of a different kind 
from those of the foreigner, are 
still blunders, and they often provoke a 
smile and sometimes downright laughter 
from hearing folks. It was doubtless a 
droll surprise to the gentleman, who was 
entertaining two deaf-mutes in his study, 
when lie was called out for a short time, 
before he went telling them “to make 
themselves at home,” to find upon his 
return, that they had put their own con¬ 
struction upon his words and actually 
gone homo. But still more droll is the 
spectacle of the efforts of the hearing gen¬ 
tleman to master the sign language, and 
when he has learned a few signs it is fun 
to the intelligent mute to see him strive 
to put them into form, and to carry on a 
conversation in the language. Of course 
after a few attempts to express himself, 
ho will fall back on the manual alphabet,but 
even in that there is sometimes abundance 
of oddity. Of course out in the world our 
language is to many a novelty, and there 
are but few who will not stop to stare 
when two deaf-mutes are talking. We 
are often laughed at, to be sure, and 
though at first the sensitive mute is sorely 
vexed, yet he gradually gets used to it 
and finally becomes reconciled to the in¬ 
evitable. Still it is consoling to know 
that when one of the otherparty attempts 
to adopt the mutes’ language, it is our 
turn to laugh. 

We have never been in France and do 
not know whether the language of pwu- 
tomiine is a natural gift there. It would 
seam so, however, from our experience 
with Frenchmen in this country. We 
met one once, a fat, active little fellow, 
who used his fingers remarkably well,
